Delegates From Nine Counties 
Agree At Greenville -Sherman 
Ball Is Honored With Offices. 



March 17 gives a comprehensive IC 
count of the delegate convention of the 
datk tobacco growers held there on 
that date. The deliberations of that 
convention are of interest to every 
farmer and every friend of the farm- 
er among our readers, so we print 
the dispatch in full as follows: 

"The convention held here today by 
the tobacco growers of the dark dis- 
trict proved to b" a great success. 
The convention had been called oy hi. 
It Davenport, president of the state 
department of tobacco growers of the 
A. 8. of E and every magisterial dis- 
trict in the counties represented had 
one or more delegates present, the lol- 
lowing being the counties i Muhlen- 
burg, Daviess, Onto Hancock, Hen- 
derson, McLean. Breckenndge, Union 
and Webster. 

••A temporary organization was 
effected by electing W. a. Ball, of 
Breckenndge county, nresident and 
S. A. Burns, of Davieis. as secretary. 

"A committee on resolutions was 
appointed as follows: Henry G. Over 
street, T.T. Barrett. E. L. Davenport, 
W. P. Stephens, Sani ,i. Baker, M. 
F. Sharp, Ben Watson and W. S. Ball. 
The committee retired and later re- 
ported a series ot resolutions that was 
most heartily commended and uuani 
mously adopted. The matter of chiefest 
interest in the resolutions is that re- 
commending to all and pledging the 
convention and those represented in it 
as far as could be done that only in. 000 
hills of tooacco be put out to the hand 
this year and 5,000 dills for each half 
hand. The resolutions also defined a 
'hand't:> be a male between the nges of 
sixteen and sixty and a half hand 
to be boys between twelve and sixteen. 
It was alsortsolved tnat no county is 
to plant more than "i per cent, of 
an average^crop, the crops of ll»o:i nnd 
19(14 to betaken as the standards in 
ting thu 
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tion were elected as follows Henry W, 
Overstreet, of Daviess, president ; T. 
T. Barrett, of Henderson, vice presi- 
dent | W. S. Ball, of Breckenridge. 
secretary: S T. Burns, of Daviess, 
assistant secretary. This is the "Dark 
Tobacco District association and all 
counties that grow dark tobacco are 
to oe eligible to membership. 

"There was an unusual turnout 
• here today of local growers. The 
county union met and there were 
1,200 men in the procession. By actual 
count there were 150 vehicles, 200 
ho'semen and twenty-live banners in 
the parade. At nr«t the crowd attempt- 
ed to assemble in the court house, but 
it was to t-mall. The opera house was 
then secured and it was packed. The 
speakers were: Henry Overstreet, of 
Daviess , T. T. Barret, of Henderson : 
W. P. Stephens, of McLean, and W. 
8. Ball, of Breckenridge. Of these the 
«^:/ncipal address was by Mr. Over- 
street. His effort was an unuauallr 
happy one and it receivtd rounds of 
applause and cheers. In every sense'the 
gathering was a notable one."

TOBACCO GROWERS 
MUCH ENCOURAGED. 



Not So Many As Expected Need 
A Warehouse Plan -Prospects 
Favorable For Those Who Do. 
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members of some local unions ot the 
American Society or Equity will be 
able to bold their tobacco at home and 
without a warehouse plan than was at 
Hist expected. A committee appointed 
by the"con vent ion to put a warehoufe 
plan on foot are at work this week and 
have reported that prospects are tav 
oraole that a warehouse and an exper- 
ienced man to manage it can be secur- 
ed here, though the financial part of 
transaction has not been settled yet. 
The convention met tor the express 
purpose of forming some warehouse 
plan to help only growers who are not 
in a position to hold their tobacco at 
home, because of indifferent barns or 
lack of money. Fifteen local unions in 
sections of the two counties nearest 
to Cloverport were represented. On 
next Saturday they will be represented 
again, when the committee will make 
its report to the delegates, and the 
delegates will make reports to the 
committee on the number of men in 
each local union who want their tc- 
bacco rebandled and want an advance 
on it aiid those who want their to- 
bacco rebandled and do not want an 
advance.

The convention was presided o"er 
by Henry Waggoner. The object cf the 
meeting was exlpained bv E. B.Oglesby 
who suggested the adoption of the 
Daviess connty Equity warehouse 
plan, a synopsis of which waB pub- 
lished in the News last week, princi- 
pally on tne grounds that the plan 
had been accepted by the growers of 
that county after long consideration. 

Robt. McGavock, alter outlining a 
plan for a local warehouse, moved that 
a committee wait on the local banks 
and see it tney would finance a local 
warehouse plan. This motion curried 
and the chair appointed Robt. Mc- 
Gavock and W. B. Taul on the com- 
mittee. 

During the.absen-e of the committee 
there were many short talks made, 
the consensus of opinion being that 
tobacco should be held at home if by 
any means possible and, if not pos- 
sible, *-ecause of poor storage facili- 
ties and lack of money, at an Equity 
warehouse in Cloverport. That which 
was mentioned in the opening sen- 
tence developed, some delegates stating 
that they were strong almost to a 
man and believed in the local anion 
helping its members to hold. And one 
at least, Cloverport No. a, don't want 
to have any hing to do with a ware- 
house, because they can help themsel- 
ves.

The ldHt crop report issued by State 
Commissioner ot Atfru-ultare vreelsn ' 
is as follows : 

The winter has been an exi-eptun 
ally Ion* and cold one. Dunng tli 
months Of .lauiiiiry and February the 
average temperature was MOfe WtoW 
normal for those months. The preoini- 
tation. while ample, was also below 
normal. The gnmud whs covered with 
snow dating a large part ot the fine, 
thus protecting the fall .BOWB crops 
from the cold, dry winds that have a 
tendency to burn or frost the blades. 
While the wheat and rye Mop *r»- 
not np to the standard for the first 
of March, they give a fair promise 
tor au average crop. T^e severe fall 
drouth and exceedingly cold winter 
has prevented them from making a 
good growth: y.-t the itaaal Ii ' ! " r 
and t lie roots o! the young plants 
have a good hold in the ground. 
Tnere seems tc have beeu^ a very 
small acreage of winter oats sown. 
Thi* l- DO d.mbt due to the partial 
failure of this crop for the last two 
years. Iiut few counties give an esti- 
mate of the acreage and condition of 
barley. From rhese few counties the 
reports are auont an average.

(UpTo-Date Farming.) 
A uiout interesting condition exists 
in the tobacco districts at this time. 
The organized farmers are holding 
their tobacco with a tenacity of pur- 
pose and a determination surprising to 
bnyers. Stocks in the leaf market are 
growing short, and according to the 
estern Totacco Journal the demand 
for nearly every class of tobacco is 
growing stonger every day. bnyers 
have uot been able to purchase as 
inncli as usual for »wo reBBOus : First, 
there is a known tbortiige in the 1904 
crop of nearly 100.000,000 pounds. But 
the chief reason tlmt supplies are short 
at this time is the fact that nearly 
lriO.hon.oOO pounds are being held by 
the farmers. This amount, with the 
shortage in the crop, make* a total 
shortage in the market* of nearly 
M0,000,000 pounds, or one third oi an 
entire crop 

One reason why the prices liave 
not advanced more is found in the
